BRIDGES CLEARED

Principal Grounds For 
Deportation Wiped Out, 
by Finding of Examiner | 
in CIO Leader’s Case. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—(4)— 
James M. Landis, Harvard law | 
school dean, acting as a special 
Labor Department examiner, sub- 
mitted to Secretary Perkins today 
a finding that Harry Bridges, west 
coast CIO leader, is neither a 
member nor affiliated with the| 
Communist party. 

Landis’ finding was set forth in| 
a letter to the labor secretary | 
transmitting his report on the de-* 
portation proceedings instituted by 
the department against Bridges, at | 
which Landis presided. 

No Recommendation. 

He made no specific recommen- 
dation as to whether Bridges 
should be deported although his 
finding was negative.on the prin- 
cipal grounds for deportation. 

Landis informed the secretary 
that the evidence submitted “does 
not permit” a finding that the CIO | 
leader has Communist affiliations. | 

Bridges has denied that he was | 
a Communist. 

The deportation proceedings 
against Bridges were instituted in 
March, 1938, on the grounds that) 
he was a member of an organiza- | 
tion allegedly advocating the| 
overthrow of the government. by 
force and violence. 

The 39-year-old CIO leader, 
who came into labor prominence 
during the 1934 maritime strikes | 
on the west coast, is a native of | 
Australia. He came to the Unit- 
ed States in 1920. 

Two Essential Points.

A vocational education program 
in grammar schools which will 
show farm boys a practical side 
of going to school is being map- 


ped by Dr. M. D. Collins, state 


superintendent of schools.

Dr. Collins will submit his plan 
at a conference of state school su- 
perintendents from the nine south- 
eastern states in Washington Jan- 
uary 22. Purpose of the confer- 
ence is to devise a method of rural 
‘education that will combine the 
Department of Agriculture’s farm 
program with the school program, 
Dr. Collins said. 

The school superintendent ex- 
plained that under the present set- 
up vocational education, farming, 
cannot be taught in the rural 
(schools until the’ student- has 
‘reached high school. There is no 
| provision made for the farm boys 
and girls who drop out after com- 
pleting the fourth or fifth grades, 


EXPANSION SURVEY 
TO START IN SPRING 


Housing Authority, City To 
Join in Traffic, Home and 
Business Study. 


The United States Housing Au- 
thority and the City Planning 
Commission will begin early next 
spring a $30,000 co-operative sur- 
vey designed to provide a planned 
development and expansion of At- 
lanta, it was announced yesterday 
at a meeting of the municipal 
planning group. 

Special emphasis will be placed 
on traffic improvements, opening 
of new traffic arteries and widen- 
ing of present ones to relieve con- 
gestion in downtown Atlanta and 
provide speedier ingress and 
egress. 

Other features of the program 
provide for extension of central 
business and industrial areas, fu- 
ture plans for new dwelling house 
and apartment restrictions, devel- 
opment of community business 
centers, and new _ schools’ and 
parks in accordance with future 
population trends.

as a clerk. 


The job was left open by the 
recent resignation of John W. 
Hanes, who plans to return to pri- 
vate business on January 1. 


The appointment of a career 
man to the post was widely ap- 


plauded. Hanes commented that) 
congress ought to make Bell un- | 


dersecretary for life. Senator Har- 
rison, Democrat, Mississippi, chair- 
man of the senate finance commit- 
tee, said Bell had been “of invalu- 
able service’ to congressional 
committees needing financial ad- 
vice, 

For the stocky, chubby-cnecekea 
appointee, however, the announce- 
ment, paradoxically, was not a 
victory. He has been fighting off 
aN kinds of high honors in re- 
cent years, because he prefers to 
retain the civil service’ status 
which has enabled him to serve 
through both Democratic and Re- 
publican administrations alike. It 
was learned reliably he fesisted 
taljay’s appointment. 

President Roosevelt, when dis- 
closing the appointment at a press 
conference, said provision had 
been made to safeguard Bell's civél 
service status when he takes the 
new job. 

Bell is best known for his work 
aé acting director of the budget 
from September 1, 1934, to April 
15, 1939.

Help For Finland! 


Russia well may have to pour the best of 
her troops into the battle against the Finns if 
world opinion and world help masses as it has 
been during the past two weeks. The intelli- 
gent and heroic stand of the little army has 
made possible a mobilization of the inscrutable 
forces of sentiment which spell the doom of 
imperialistic ambition, 

Norwegian and Swedish neutrality has be- 
come more of fiction than of fact as Swedish, 
Norwegian and Danish youth join the “volun- 
teer” regiments for which they have been re- 
leased, many of them, from the regular armies. 
It is estimated that by spring at least 50,000 
Scandinavian volunteers will be fighting along- 
side the Finns, 

Certainly it cannot be said the people of 
this country are neutral; nor can it be said that 
they wish to be neutral in any sense of the word. 
A Finnish military mission is being given all 
possible co-operation, even to the extent of 
permitting prior purchase of aircraft and other 
equipment ordered by the United States. And 
no doubt there will be more and more aid as the 
forces of sentiment in this country mobilize 
themselves. There has been no need of propa- 
ganda—the very fact of invasion and resistance 
alone has been sufficient to nfarshal the sup- 
port of every American who knows the meaning 
of independence. 

In Sweden and Norway the feeling is inten- 
Sified by the proximity of the conflict and the 
greater bonds of interrelationships. Gold and 
Silver has been poured into the common fund 
of help. 

From Paris, the volume of assistance is a 
military secret, but ambulance units have been 
released for service with the Finnish forces and 
undoubtedly others now being organized in this 
country will be sent to Finland rather than to 
the western front, where activity has simmered 
down to mere patrol actions. 

Italy has made no secret of her sympathy 
for the little nation and the invasion obviously 
has speeded a greater co-operation between the 
Vatican and the Italian government. 

Great Britain has given priority to Finnish 
military orders, has diverted some of her own 
badly needed aircraft and has mobilized in 
large measure the diplomatic support necessary 
in the preparation of material assistance. 

Even among the Indians and the Eskimos 
of the Canadian Arctic is there a movement 
for enlistment in the Finnish army. There’s 
only one hitch, according to a pilot who brought 
the worc. “We don't fight under a general,” he 
was told, “we want to fight in our own way.” 
They fear Soviet encroachment in the western 
Arctic, it appears. 

From this country there is going, under 
newly-made arrangements, some 44 fighting 
planes and, already waiting for shipment in 
the New York free port zone, 20 Sikorsky bomb- 
ers. These last may have a telling weight, few 
though they may be in comparison to Red 
ships. There is a government credit of $10,- 
000,000. There is an outpouring of private 
funds. 

Finland has fired the world into a stand 
against barbarism, a stand which will grow 
stronger each passing day. 


The Bright, Far Future 


Dr. Kirtley F. Mather, of Harvard Univer- 


Sity, has envisioned a warless golden age of 
civilization in the future. Dr. Mather, one 
of the verld’s most famous geologists, natu- 
‘rally thinks in terms of thousands and millions 
of years in the past and toward like periods 
of time in the future. 


It is this fact that makes his words tre- 
mendously engrossing to those who live in the 
present, for it is through them the future wil] 
be eventually achieved. Man is still in the ele- 
mentary stages of his evolution as the domi- 
nant creature of the earth. This is the prin- 
cipal, and the most encouraging, thought ex- 
pressed by the learned geologist. 

Dr. Mather develops this idea in a fascinat- 
ing manner. He believes, for example, that in 
the long-range view of history and pre-history 
the first World War and the present conflicts 
blistering the world are nothing greater than 
childish “spats” which, when settled by neces-

sity, will bring the world eventually into a co- 
operative organization to make full use of the 
natural resources of the earth and the benefits 
of scientific endeavor. 

In this connection, Dr. Mather points out 
that man, as an erect, thinking animal, has 
to his credit only about 50 years. He looks 
ahead to the time when man will have had 
500,000 years or more of life. To those distant 
days will man bring the fulfillment of his 
knowledge and experience, 


A Capitol Peace 


There will be genuine gratification among 


‘all Georgians who love their state and are con- 


cerned about her good name at the conclu- 
Sion of a treaty of peace between those long- 
time foes, Governor Rivers and Commissioner 
of Labor Ben T. Huiet. Political warfare be- 
neath the capitol dome presents a Sorby spec- 
tacle to the outside world. It is difficult, for 
outsiders and for Georgians alike, to under- 
Stand why it should so frequently recur, ap- 
parently without regard to the administration 
in office. 

Just as there has always been a considerable 
degree of mystery in the reasons why the Gov- 
ernor and the commissioner of labor should 
have so long disagreed, there is a similar lack 
of full information as to the considerations 
which brought about the resumption of friendly 
relations. However, this is a minor point and 
the big reason for rejoicing is, that on this 
front at least, the boys are out of the trenches 
and peace, presumably and hopefully a lasting 
peace, has been achieved. 

Now, if the same kind of effective oi] which 
smoothed the waves in this case could be pour- 
ed on the troubled waters surrounding the State 
Highway Beard, all would be comparatively 
calm and well on the political sea around the 
capitol. It should never be necessary in a state 
in the enlightened year of 1940, nor ever after- 
wards, to invoke martial law over a squabble 
about official rights in Georgia. It gives the 
State an undeserved reputation as a place where 
high officials may, any day, be literally dragged 
by the heels from their duties and where the 
head of one of the most important departments 
of state service is subject to purge by stalwart 
men in uniform, at any time. 

While we are busy in wonderment as to why 
permanent peace cannot be achieved between 
Europe's warring nationalities, it might profit 
us to consider, for a while, the prospects of 
permanent peace on our own Capitol Hill. 


Screwball Stuff 


The supposedly enlightened- city of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., has started off the parade of 
screwball patriotism that leads to the burning 
of books, concentration camps and high prices. 
Cambridge, whigh should know better, elected 
a city council. The council got tangled up with 
an ordinance barring the words Lenin and 
Leningrad from printed’ matter in the posses- 
Sion of any person within the city limits, in- 
cluding those hurrying to get through the town. 
It passed, unanimously. 

Luckily, Cambridge also has a mayor. The 
mayor quite evidently has both a sense of 
humor and a strong veto. So the famed Har- 
vard University library and the other fine 
libraries of a town sometimes known as the 
“city of books” will not be ransacked by the 
Cossacks of Cambridge sniffing out Lenin and 
his little Leningrad. Lenin apparently was 
chosen for the first purge on the theory that 
he started it all by reading Karl Marx and 
having a few bombs tossed under the more or 
less tender morsels of Russian royalty. It is 
rather stretching a point at that to prefer the 
pre-revolution name of Leningrad—Petrograd 
or St. Petersburg—from the esthetic standpoint. 
Both names are synonymous with terrorism and 
oppression and rapine. White Russia ran just 
as red as does Red Russia. 

The very fact that here in America sup- 
posedly responsible city councilmen approve an 
ordinance which is in the best Hitler tradition 
is a warning to all Americans. Undoubtedly 
the ordinance was unconstitutional. Yet, it is 
Symptomatic of a disease which easily may 
Spread and get out of hand and lead to the 
things that Americans viewed with such horror 
when Hitler and his bully boys started cleaning 
up in Germany.

Editorial of the Day 


WHAT DEFENSE NEEDS 
(From The Houston Post.) 

How big should new United States battleships 
be to assure absolute protection to the country? 
That is the question to be decided by congress, 
and not what will other countries say if we build 
the biggest battleships ever to be constructed. 

The house naval appropriations subcommittee 
has asked the Navy Department to furnish esti- 
mates on the cost of 65,000-ton ships. Repre- 
sentative Maas, a Republican of Minnesota, im- 
mediately interposes the objection that if con- 
gress authorizes 65,000-ton ships, other nations 
will accuse the United States of starting a new 
naval arms race. 

What other nations think of us is not of par- 
ticular importance at this juncture. Every other 
nation in the world right now is looking out for 
its own interest first. That is what the United 

tates must do, if it is to provide security for itself. 

The fixed purpose of the people of the United 
States is to avoid becoming entangled in the 
present war in Europe and Asia. The American 
people are determined not to go to the aid of 
either side. This country stands and will continue 
to stand without allies. 

It follows, therefore, that under such a policy 
it Is imperatively necessary that we make our 
defense invulnerable.

THE VICE PRESIDENCY WASHINGTON, Dec, 29.—Despite 


John Nance Garner’s shrewd han- 
dling of his position, the vice presidency is not an office to attract 


a normal man. Garner himself did not want it, and only consented 


to accept the nomination in 1932 because there was no other way 
to: swing his rebellious Texans into line for Roosevelt. Thus, it is 
extremely curious to see the vice presidency being played with as 
though it were one of the biggest counters in the political game. 

The New Dealers, for example, hope to use it as the blue chip 
of their third term movement. House Majority Leader Sam Ray- 
burn is their choice for the office. They want him because they 
imagine that, with Rayburn second on the ticket, Rayburn’s friend 
and patron, Garner, might be induced to accept renewed top billing 
for the President. The scheme has a good deal of surface ingenuity.. 
Rayburn is a wise, tolerant fellow who has managed to get on with 
all factions in the party feuds. The New Dealers have a great liking 
for him, remembering how well he worked, hand in hand with the 
team of Corcoran and Cohen, to put over the securities and exchange 
acts and the public utilities holding company act. At the same time, 
he is Garner’s particular protege, served as Garner floor leader in 
the 1932 convention, and will serve again in the same capacity in 
1940. Being from Texas, he would give representation on the ticket 
to the south, where the conservative Democrats are strongest. 

Beneath the surface, the scheme has obvious bugs. In the first 
place, there is no reason to suppose, as yet, that Rayburn wants to 
be vice president.’ In the second, there is no solid foundation for 
the supposition that Garner would abandon his anti-third term 
stand in order to make a deal in Rayburn’s favor. In the third, it 
is distinctly doubtful whether the Garner type of convention dele. 
gate will stand for such a deal if it can be made. But the New 
Dealers are still full of hope. 


HULL-FARLEY TICKET Meanwhile, there is more and more 
talk that, if the third term is out, 


Postmaster General James A. Farley will accept the vice presiden- 
tial nomination in return for throwing his support to Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull for president. Jim Farley has as hard a head 
as any man in politics. He is fully aware of the obstacles in the 
way of his own presidential candidacy, among which the most im- 
portant are his religion, his build-up as a strictly practical politician 
and the probable ature of the White House. At the same time, 
he has the experie and the following to make something real 
of the vice presidency, just as Garner has, 

Altogether, a Hull-Farley ticket is an obvious bet. Hull will 
have no great strength in delegates, but, if he survives the attack on 
his trade agreement policy, the convention will see him as the big- 
gest figure in the Roosevelt cabinet. Even the New Dealers now 
pushing for the third ternr-acknowledge that Hull would be an 
acceptable second-best candidate. There is no question that he 
meets the specification for a candidate always laid down by Farley, 
being a man whose nomination the President could not help but 
approve. 

He is also close to Garner. Farley and Garner will have the 
biggest groups of delegates, and for them to get behind Hull would 
be easy indeed. While he would miss the nomination himself, 
Garner would have the satisfaction of seeing the ticket headed by 


two men he likes and admires immensely.

My Dear Louise: 


If you wish to work on Saturdays and during vacation, I shall 
offer no objection. I know the subject is controversial, and either 
side can be argued without violating good sense; but the fact that 
you can eat without working does not, in my opinion, place you 
under moral obligation to loaf. Man does not live by bread alone, 

When work was regarded as a necessary evil and a punishment 
for Adam’s sin, nobody complained if women shared it. Without 
machinery and gadgets, there was more work to be done than every- 
body could do, and the chief social sin was idleness. Women were 
welcome to their share of the drudgery. 

Now that machinery and government meddling have made work 
a privilege instead of an evil, it seems a rather brazen injustice 
to say that women no longer have a right to share it. 

If some must toil while others loaf and have a good time, chiv- 
alry will insist that men accept the harder part and let the ladies 
take it easy. Americans have never liked the Old World picture 
of a woman pulling a cart while her unburdened lord saunters be- 
side her. 

But if work is a pleasure that all people covet, the only ques- 
tion to be decided is whether women are people. 

America settled the question some years ago. Women were de- 
clared to be equal citizens of this free land, and therefore their 
legal right to work is not debatable. 

Their moral right is another matter. Nobody in his right mind 
questions a woman’s right to hold a job if she is the bread-winner 
of a family or has no man to support her, but what if she has a 
husband or father able and willing to provide all she needs? 

One answer cannot cover all cases. If a rich girl takes a job to 
escape boredom, and thereby dooms some poor girl to idleness and 
want, no plea of equal rights can excuse her. But, as a rule, the 
women workers who aren’t driven by bread-and-butter necessity 
are skilled people, doing work that untrained girls and laboring men 
couldn’t do or wouldn't do. 

But that isn’t the whole story. Many women work because they 
enjoy it. Being part of the busy world makes them feel respect- 
able. Useful activity is necessary to their mental and physical 
health. A life of bridge and movies, or sitting at home alone with 
nothing to do, would drive them mad.

Early Treatment 
of Wound 


Leaves Marks 


By Dr. William Brady. 


The degree of scarring left by a 
wound depends primarily on the 
degree of damage or destruction of 
tissue, of course, but much depends 
also on the skill and care applied 
in the first aid and early treat- 
ment of the wound. For this rea- 
son it is a distinct advantage to 
have the expert service of a plastic 
surgeon in the early treatment of 
wounds likely to leave scars. 

The most efficient all-around 
antiseptic and _ disinfectant for 
everybody is plain soap and water. 

Notwithstanding all the popular 
obsessions about antiseptics and 
antiseptic precautions, the indif- 
ference of the public in regard to 
cleanliness is appalling. Especially 
shocking is our national careless- 
ness about washing the hands be- 
fore eating and drinking. The 
primitive facilities for such clean- 
liness in restaurants, lunchrooms, 
soda fountains and the like are 
shocking when one knows some- 
thing about the diseases that are 
so frequently spread through such 
uncleanliness. Many cities have 
pretentious ordinances prescribing 
minimum requirements of cleanli- 
ness for such places, but Yankee 
politics run most health depart- 
ments and the sanitary regulations 
are not taken seriously. 

There is no more efficient anti- 
septic lotion or first aid cleaning 
of a wound than plain soapy water. 

There is no better antiseptic wet 
dressing for an infected, painful or 
suppurating wound or boil or “run 
around” than a large pad or mass 
of gauze kept wet with hot soapy 
water. 

Now a word about wet feet and 
“colds.” I still believe and assert 
without reservation that a doctor 
never gives serious consideration 
to getting the feet wet or undue 
exposure unless he is unable to de- 
termine what really ails the pa- 
tient or hesitates to say frankly 
“T can’t make a positive diagnosis 
as yet—I can only wait until de- 
velopment of the illness makes the 
diagnosis possible.” If your pa- 
tient is one of limited intelligence 
you have to piddle along with the 
“heavy cold” hokum until you can 
safely say what you think he has 
got. The less intelligence the more 
easily humbugged that way. 

If a quack has a panacea or 
cure-all, you will notice he doesn’t 
offer it as a cure for diphtheria o 
influenza or sinusitis or 
fever or infantile paralysis.
